Prof. O. S. Fowler, the noted phre- 
nologist and lecturer, died at his test- 
dence near Sharon Station.

The cause of death 
was spinal trouble, superinduced by a 
heavy cold. 

Apiece of ground in Philadelphia, 
with a frontage of 10 feet on Chestnut 
and 34 feet on Fourth St., was sold for 
$85,000, $159 per square foot.

Natural gas has been found In a great 
number of places In the vicinity of 
Albert Lea, Minn., and it la reported 
that a company has been formed and 
that grounds have been leased with a 
view of conveying the gas by pipes to 
St. Paul. Minneapolis, and other cities 
The oldest person in France, perhaps 
In the world, is said to be a woman 
who lives in the village ot Auberive, 
In Royans. She was born March 8, 
1701 , and is therefore 125 years old. 
The authentic record of her birth is to 
be found in the parish register of St. 
Just de Clalx, in the department of the 
I se re. 

The eclipse of the sun Aug. 10, was 
observed for a few minutes at sunrise 
at Dartmoor and Torquay, England, 
The sky was obscured by clouds at 
Paris and Vienna. Professor Vogel, 
of the Belgian expedition stationed at 
JurjewiU, on the Volga, telegraphs 
that the sky was overcast, but that the 
solar protuberances and chromosphere 
were observed, although the coroua 
was invisible. The Russian observers 
were more successful, their various 
statlonsobtainingnumerouHdrawings 
and photographs of the corona and its 
spectrum. The eclipse of the sun was 
not observed at St. Petersburg owing 
to the cloudy condition of the sky. At 
Klin the sun was a!*o obscured, but an 
aged professor named Mendelcieff 
made a balloon ascension atone so a a 
to get above the clouds ami take an ob- 
servation. The ascension was success- 
fully made and the professor descended 
in safety near Moscow, forty miles dis- 
tant. The total ecii|ise was visible 
throughout a belt of territory about 
150 miles wide, extending trom Berlin 
east across itussia, Siberia and Japan 
and well out into the I'acilic Ocean. 
England, France, Bussin. Germany 
and Spain all sent observers. Prof. C. 
A, Young, of Princeton, with ta Pi as- 
sistant, Mr. McN'esi, was stationed 
near Moscow, and l*rof. 1». P. Todd, of 
A nili erst, went to Japan to observe the 
eclipse from a point near Yeddo. The 
duration of totality was about three 

and a half minutes.
